9-Year  Army 
Vet  Only  27 

Although  a veteran  of  9 years 
of  Regular  Army  overseas  service 
in  the  United  States  Infantry,  Of- 
ficer Candidate  George  A.  Rogers, 
of  the  23rd  Company.  2d  Student 
Training  Regiment,  The  Infantry 
School,  is  far  from  being  a grey- 
beard. 

Only  27  years  of  age,  Candidate 
Rogers  enlisted  in  the -service  on 
November  . 23,  1935,  and  served 
continually  overseas  from  that 
date  Until  August  20,  1944. 

Bom  in  “Wilkes  Barre,  Pa.,  Rog- 
ers now  claims  Honolulu,  The  Ha- 
waiian Islands  as  his  home.  It  was 
there  in  1938  that  Rogers  married. 
Then  stationed  with  the  Hawaiian 
j Division,  he  set  up  housekeeping 
|<at  3428  James  Street  in  Honolulu. 

' qnd  soon  became  a family  man  and 
father  of  two  daughters. 

When  the  Japs  struck  at  Pearl 
Harbor,  Rogers  'was  in  the  midst 
of  the  fighting,  and  because  of  his' 
action  during  the  fateful  Sunday 
afternoon,  he  was  avlarded  the 
American  Defense  Ribbon  with  a 
battle  star.  It  wasn’t  long  before 
the  25th  Infantry  Division  finished 
maneuvers  and  Rogers  was  soon  a 
Platoon  Sergeant  of  the  Intelli- 
gence and  Reconnaissance  Platoon 
of  his  regiment. 

FOLLOWS  MARINES 
The  division  first  saw  action  on 
Guadalcanal  when  it  followed  the 
Marines  ashore.  The  fighting  was 
tough  and  rugged ' and  the  tropics 
of  the  Southwest  Pacific  proved  to 
be  a hard  barrier. 

Rogers,  then  a technical  serg- 
eant, was  sent'  out  one  day  with  ,a 
squad  from  his  platoon  to  Secure 
certain  information  from  the  Japs. 
In  tbe_  dense  undergrowth  of  the  i 
Island, ’the  patrol  silently  penetrat- 1 
ed  the  Jap  lines.  Coming  through 
to'  a clearing,  Rogers  and  his 
trol  suddenly  found  themselves  in 
the  midst  of  a Jap  bivouac  area. 

“That  was  a rough  moment  for 
all  of  us!”  Rogers  commented. 
Fortunately  the  Japs  had  no  idea 
of  the  visiting  Yanks  and  the  pa- 
trol  went  unnoticed.'  As  a result 
of  the  patrols  activities,  the  Amer- 
ican intelligence  was  able  to  ac- 
curately determine  the  composi- 
tion and  numbers  of  the  enemy 
forces  for  their  sector. 

For  his  outstanding  action  In 
combat,  Rogers  won  a special  com- 
mendation from  his  Division  Com- 
|mander.  General  Mullin,  and  was 
also  awarded  the  Combat  Infan- 
tryman’s Badge,  and  the  Asiatic- 
Pacific  Theater  Campaign  Ribbon 
with  a battle  star. 

1 On  later  action  in  the  north 
Solomon  Islands,  and  especially  in 
the  battle  for  Vella  Lavella,  Rogers 
noted  a decided  improvement’  of 
Jap  tactics.  The  Guadalcanal  mis- 
takes had  been  corrected  and  the 
Jap  soldiers  were  smarter  fighting 
men. 

It  was  in  New  Caledonia,  and 
after  he  had  won  three  battle  stars, 
that  Rogers  was  recommended  for 
Infantry  Officer  Candidate  School 
by  his  commanding  officers. 

He  returned  to,  the  States  on 
August  20.  1944.  just  9 years  after 
he  left.  He  has  seen  continuous 
combat  experience  since  Pearl 
Harbor,  and.  hold's  the  Good  Con- 
duct Ribbon  in  addition  to  his  oth- 
er ribbons.  .« 

■ His  plans  following  graduation 
from  Officer  Candidate  School? 
Yes,  you  guessed  it.  Rogers  want's 
to  go  right  back  to  tbe  Philippines 
to  fight  the  Japs;  and  then  on  to 
Tokyo!

1 recent#  made  history  when  he 
flew  from' Washington  to  join  his 
besieged  troops  and  personally 
direct  their  heroic  defense  against 
the  Nazi  encirclement  of  Bas- 
togne. 

The  next  combat  action  came 
in  the  form  of  a reinforcing  mis- 
sion when  they  jumped  on  the 
Salerno  beachhead  in  early  Sep- 
tember, 1943.  A few  days  later, 
they  participated  in  the  capture 
of  Naples.  “There  wasn’t  much 
action.”  Captain  McRoberts  again 
remarked.  . 

Garrisoned  in  Naples  as  occu- 
pation troops,  the  regiment  was 
briefed 'on  the  Volturno  River 
area.  Their  chance  for  more  ac- 
tion came  with  the  request  from 
.the  British  for  American  para- 
troopers to  spearhead  ?n  attack 
on  the  Volturno.  Two  battalions 
of  the  regiment  answered  the  call 
to  arms  with  Captain  McRoberts 
leading  one  of  the  companies/ 
REACH  ARNONE 

The  first  day  they  went  into 
the  line,  the  regiment  advanced 
nine"  miles  and  captured  Villa 
Lito'rno,  seven  miles  from  the 
Volturno.  The  following  day  they 
pushed  over  six  miles  to  within 
2,000  yards  of  Amone,  a small 
town  situated  on  the  Volturno  -at 
a point  where  the  river  makes  a 
horseshoe  bend,  touching  the  town 
on  three  sides.. 

Captain.  McRobert’s  company] 
was  given  the' assignment  of  mak- 
ing a reconnaissance  in  force  -on 
Amone.  Late  that  afternoon,  they 
covered  the  2000  yards  into  the  j 
town,  meeting  with  very  light. 
German  resistance. 

Shortly  > after  the  paratrooper 
company  had  moved  into  Amone. 
the  Nazis  attempted  to  re-cross 
the  river 'and  cut  them  off  from 
possible  -.reinforcement.  Having] 
been  ordered  to  take  and  hold 
Amone,  Captain  McRoberts  le.d 
his  men  in  repulsing  the  German 
counter-attack.  Accounting  for] 
ten  Germans  to  every  trooper,  the 
Airborne  men  held  their  ground 
for  24  hours  - in  spite  of  terrific 
enemy  artillery  bombardment. 
They  received  excellent  -Support 
from  British  artillerymen  who 
laid 'down  a.  barrage  on  the  far 
bank  of  the  Volturno,  making  it 
plenty  hot  for  the  Germans  who 
attempted  fording  the  stream, 
which  at  that  point  was  about  the 
width  and  depth  of  the  Chatta- 
hoochee. The  Nazis  who  did  cross 
the  river  were  slaughtered  by 
American  machinegun  and' rifle 
fire.  . 

RETREAT  FORCES 

Captain  McRoberts  realized 
that  he  did  not  have  sufficient 
troops  or  ammunition  toehold  out 
indefinitely  against  the  Withering' 
cross  fire  from  the  Germans.  He 
radioed  this  information}  back  to 
British  Headauarters  arid 
ordered  to  withdraw  from  Ar- 
none.  His  company  fought  its  way 
back  across  the  2000  yards  of  “No 
Man’s  Land”  to  their  main  line 
of  resistance.' They  had  left  just 
enough  men  to . carry  back  their 
wounded. 

Relieved  by  a famous  British 
Regiment,  the  captain  and.  his 
company  moved  but  of  the  line 
back  to  a rest  area.  The- British 
Tommies  captured  Arnone  three 
weeks  later.  In  the  meantime,  the 
Germans  had  been  driven  back 
on  both  sides  of  the  river  by  the 
British  troops. 

Captain  McRoberts  received  the 
Sliver  Star  -for  his  work  at  Ar- 
none. His  battalion  and  regimental 
commanding  officers  received  the 
Distinguished  Service  Order  from 
the  British  Government.  The  DSO 
is  equivalent,  to  the  American 
DSC  and  is  the  highest  award 
given  by  the  British  Government 
to  foreigners. 

“Yes, ’’  said  Captain  McRoberts,

Captain  McRoberts  and 
his  men  jumped  six  hours,  before 
H-Hour,  near  Gela,  Sicily.-  They 
"landed  26  miles  east  of  Gel?,  vir- 
tually on  top  of  21  .pill  boxes.  By 
noon  of  D-day,  ail  the  fortifica- 
tions iri  the  area  were  in  American 
hands  and  that  night  the  regiment 
made  a forced  inarch  to  Gela  with 
almost  twice  as  many  Italian  pris- 
oners of  war  as  the  officer  and 
enlisted  strength  of  the  trooper 
regiment.

Center  at  Fort  Benning. 

A brother  of  Fort  Benning’s 
Lieutenant  Johnson,  First  Lieut. 
Oel  Johnson,  penned  a letter  on 
August  S’  shortly  after  the  first 
of  two  raids  by  B-29  Super  For- 
tresses on  Tokyo. 

“I  am  glad  unCle  is  recovering,” 
wrote  the  former  chemist,  who 
was  captured  on  Bataan,  to  mem-: 
bers  of  his  family.  The  reference 
to  “uncle”  is’ to  Uncle  Sam,  mem-, 
bers  of  the 'prisoner’s  family  be-j 
iieve,  for  he  has  no  unde  to  thej 
family.  ! 

“My  morale  is  high,  health 
good,”  Lieutenant  Johnson  cor£- 
tinued.  “You  may  expect  me  to 
resume  activities  before  too  long 
with  more  vigor,  experience  and 
capital.” 

ALABAMA  POLY  GRAD  [ 

Lieutenant  Johnson  was  a chem- 
ical engineer  for  the  Coca  Cola 
Corporation  in  Manila  following 
his  graduation  from  Alabama 
Polytechnic  Institute  in  1935.  He 
completed  a tour  of  Japan,  China, 
Singapore  and  the  East  Indies  re- 
turning to  Manila  on  November 
1,  1941.  A 

■ .When  the  Japs  struck,  at  Pearl 
Harbor  on  December  7,  the  lieu- 
tenant who  had  a reserve  commis- 
sion to  Chemical  Warfare  branch. 


immediately  joined  up  and  was 
fighting  with  General  Mac-' 
i Arthur’s  forces  to  the  front  lines 
'seven  days  later.  He  fought  with 
the  Chemical- Warfare  Branch  for 
! several  days  and  then  was  moved- 
over  tp  • Corregidor  to.  direct  ar- 
tillery fire. 

In  his  last  letter  to  his  family 
before  he  was . captured-  by  the 
Japs,  Lieutenant  Johnson  told  of 
the  bitter  fighting  he  experienced 
Christmas  Eve  and  Christmas  Day 
and  Night  from  the  Japs  as  they 
edged  closer  to  Manila  and  “The 
Rock.” 

In  January  last  year  the  lieu- 
tenant broadcast  the  information 
that  he  was  alive  and  well.

The  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  O. 
Johnson,  of  Alexander-  City,  Ala., 
Lieutenant  Johnson  has  five 
'brothers,  all  officers  in  the  Army! 
..  Lt.  Col.  Herman  T.  Johnson  is 
a G-3  in  the  Mediterranean  Area 
where  he  ironically  handles  Ital- 
ian Prisoners  of  War  in  building 
hospitals  and  other  buildings  to 
Italy.  He  was  in  charge  of  con- 
struction of  the  first  air-con- 
ditioned hospital  jn  North  Africa. 

Major  Thomas  G.  Johnson  is 
post  executive  officer  of  the  Olm- 
stead  AA  Base  at  Middletown, 
Pa.  Captain  John  W.  Johnson  is 
currently  enjoying  a 30-day 
leave  after  two  and  a half  years 
in  Europe,  Africa,  ^Sicily  and  Italy 
as  an  artillery  commander.

Trooper  Outwitted  Jerries 
To  Battle  Them  Again

A paratrooper  who  outwitted 
the  Nails  by  escaping  from  a con- 
centration camp  to  "Italy  has  re- 
turned from  overseas  and  arrived 
recently  at  The  Parachute  School. 

Staff  Sergeant  Gordon  R.  Hahn, 
paratrooper  medic  of  the  famed 
509th  Parachute  Infantry  Bat- 
talion, rejoined  his  organization 
following  his  escape  and  fought 
again  against  his  captors  with  add-, 
ed  vengeance  until  he  was  wound- 
ed at  Venafro. 

Rearing  the  purple  Heart  and 
a European  Theater  of  Operations 
ribbons  with  three  campaign  stars. 
Sergeant  Hahn  is  now  attached  to 
Co.  “S,”  1st  Parachute  Training 
Regiment,  The  Parachute  School, 
awaiting  reassignment. 

TOO  HUNGRY  TO  EAT 
“It  was  during  an  air  raid  when 
the  German  Army  was  retreating 
that  I realized  my  opportunity  tb 
escape,”.  Sergeant  Hahn  said.  “Two 
of  my  buddies  and  . myself  got 
away  unnoticed  in  the  confusion. 

We  made  our  way  back  into  the 
hills  and  headed  in  the  general 
direction  of  the  Allied  lines.  We 
traveled  for  five!  days  and  six 
nights,  finally  reaching  an  Ameri- 
can command  post.  During  that 
time  we  ate  nothing  but  raw  po- 
tatoes and  a couple  of  D ration 
bars.  They  gave  us  a good  meal 
at  the  command  post,  but  we  were 
so  hungry  we  couldn’t  eat” 
Sergeant  Hahn  rejoined  his  out- 
fit and  a month  later  moved  on 
to  Venafro,  where  he  was  wound- 
ed. During  the  action  an  S mine 
blew  up.  Sergeant  Hahn  was  hit 
with  flying  fragments.  Two  of 
the  pieces  tore  through  his  stom- 
ach and  part  of  the  bones  were 
knocked  out  of  his  leg. 

MADMEN  FIGHT  BACK 

“That  teas  a whale  of  a battle,” 
he  said,  “the  Germans  fought  like 
madmen  but  we  kHbcked  them  out 
bf  there  ahead  of  schedule.” 

He  spent  four  months  to  a Casa- 
blanca hospital  and  was  return^ 
to  the  United  States  and  hos- 
pitalized at  White.  Sulphur 
Springs,  West  Virginia,  for  nine 
months. 

Sergeant  Hahn  was  inducted  to 

June,  1841,  and  won  his  wings  and 


boots  on  7 November,  1941,  at  The  ( 
Parachute  School.  He  arrived  £ 
overseas  9 June,  1942,  and,  after  £ 
a short  stay  in  England,  he  left 
for  the  invasion  of  North  Africa.  r 
The  plane  in  which  he  was  trav-  * 
eling  was  damaged  by  anti-air-  4 
craft  fire'  over  Oran.  A landing  ^ 
was  made,  however,  and  Sergeant  f 
Ha.hn  attended  the  wounded  sur-  ; 
vivors  of  the  flight  ^ 

A short  stay  in  Africa  followed  r 
by  a brief  two  weeks  in  Sicily  were  ( 
a prelude  to  the  battle  of  Avellino, 
Italy,  to  which  Sergeant  Hahn  was 
captured.  { 

BEHIND  NAZI  LINES 

•He  jumped  with  his  battalion  35  r 
miles  behind  the  German  lines.  \ 
“We  were  cut  off  and  the  mo-  ‘ 
ment  we  hit  the  ground  my  two  * 
buddies  and  myself  were  sur-  1 
rounded.”  Sergeant  Hahn  said  in  * 
discussing  'his  capture:  “I  could  J 
see  German  ; infantry  all  around  J 
and  a German  half-track  coming  : 
up  a road.  We  took  refuge  to  a f 
clump  of  bushes  by  the  side  of  J 
the  road  protected  by  a stone  wall.  . 
. “We  lay  there  for  so  long  our  1 
bodies  became  cramped.  Finally,  * 
someone  moved  and  accidentally  ‘ 
shook  a bush.  This  attracted  a c 
German  sentry.  He  called  for  help  j 
and  about  12  Nazis  moved  to  on  £ 
us.  I knew  the  jib  was  up. 

“I  wanted  to  make  a break  for 
it,  but  it  was  useless.  We  were  i 
right  to  the  middle  of  a German  ? 
tank  camp,  bristling  with  armor. 
STICKS  TO  BOOK  - 1 

Sergeant  Hahn,  being  the  rank-  'i 
ing  non-commissioned  officer,  was  _ 
brought  before  a German  intelli- 
gence officer  and  questioned.  Tite 
sergeant  remembered  his  training 
and  gave  no  information  -to  the 
enemy,  except  his  name,  rank,  and 
serial  number. 

One  prison  camp  followed  an- 
other and  then'  the  break  came  at 
St.  Angelo  di  ^Lombardi,  where  he 
was  attending  Allied  wounded 
prisoners,  and  from  where  he 
escaped.  . 

'While  at  home  on  furlough,  Ser- 
geant Hahn  married  a yeoman 
second  class  of  the  Waves.  “The 
prettiest  girl  to.  the  world,”  he 
says,  displaying  her  picture  with 
pride.*
